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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-3 in the reply filed on August 
5, 2004 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)).

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention of claims 1-3 is drawn to a method of marking an object by forming a 
change in refractive index in said object by a multiple photo absorption with a laser 
beam then moving the laser beam in such a manner as to form a diffraction pattern 
capable of diffracting a visible light. Parthenopoylos et al teach the method of forming 
images in a three-dimensional manner in an object via a two-photon process but a 
diffraction grating is not formed capable of diffracting a visible light. The reading light 
generates, in Parthenopoylos et al, fluorescence forming a visible image. The formation 
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of a flat image via converging a laser beam is known in the art as well as shown by 
Hayashi (6,322,958). The instant invention of claims 1-3 is found allowable because the 
prior art fails to teach the formation of a diffraction pattern capable of diffracting visible 
light by moving the laser through the material to form the diffraction pattern.
